Washington, June 14. 

‘The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
today restored $615 million in military aid 
and defence support funds which the House 
had slashed from President Eisenhower's 
foreign aid programme. 

The action was at least a_ tactical 
victory for Mr Eisenhower, who has been 
helping to lead an administration drive to 
restore the House cut from his hospital bed 
in Walter Reed Army Medical Centre. 

The Committee voted to restore $600 million 
of the $1,000 million slash in military funds ordered 
by the House and it also restored $15 million in 
defence-support funds for Yugoslavia.
